Will and Nicolas Harcourt, Brace 
FINDERS KEEPERS $2 .00 


By the creators of last year's The Two Reds, another amusing picture book, 
drenched in reds and yellow, about the adventures of two very doggy dogs and their 
bone. Nap and Winkle found a bone, but there was some disagreement about ownership. 
They asked the farmer, a goat, a barber, and finally a big dog to tell them whose 
bone it was, but when the big dog decided to end the question by taking the bone for 
himself, the two friends joined forces. The use of broad color areas in the full- 
page illustrations is, we think, exciting, although again, perhaps too extreme for 
some tastes. But Will and Nicolas certainly know dogs - and children. (8/23)

* An enchanting flurry of birds, stalking about or on the wing, illuminates 
the pages of this story about how the birds got their fine feathers, by the author 
of Riding the Rails. Although tales about “how it all began" have suffered a lapse 
in popularity recently, the fanciful story of how the kind old turkey buzzard flew 
to Feather Mountain to bring back the bright feathers, and how each bird chose the 
colors best for him has a charming simplicity as well as a value for introductory 
bird identification. The sketches and full-color illustrations by the author are 
stunning and the soft brilliance of feathered creatures, the magnificence of the big 
ones, the delicacy of the tiny ones, will intensify the child's natural delight in 
birds.

* A gentle, rhythmic text, in the somnolent style for which this author is 
well-known, tells the sleepy-stories of friendly animals and machines in a lovely 
book designed to ease heavy-lidded toddlers to sleep. Flat-planed pastel full-page 
illustrations by Jean Charlot have the same serenity and restful warmth as the text. 
"Night is coming" and all the animals - little birds, fish, sheep, bunnies, bees, and 
machines like cars and trucks - to go sleep in their own quiet, sleepy ways. And the 
children stop thinking, whistling and talking, say their prayers and go to sleep too. 
A prayer - more for Mother than child - ends the book. An enlarged format distinguish- 
es this from the 1943 edition.
